Meeting Minutes 

Wednesday April 23, 2014

Reserve Fund Transfer Request-Bob Murray: 

Facilities Manager Bob Murray presented the Advisory Committee with a Reserve Fund Transfer Request 

totaling $23,425 for the assessment and emergency removal of the Town Hall Cupola.  Mr. Murray 

explained that the last wet heavy snow storm compromised the cupola which was already in need of 

repair. Mr. Murray called in CBI to investigate the status of the cupola. They deemed it highly unsafe and 

recommended its removal. Mr. Murray contracted Steeplejacks for the removal of the cupola. Upon 

removal it was discovered that some of the columns supporting the cupola had rotted. 

Helen Graves inquired of Mr. Murray if he had spoken to CPC. Helen felt that emergency funding from 

C.P.C. may be available due to the historic nature of the cupola. Mr. Murray responded that he had not 

spoken to C.P.C.  



 

The Committee discussed in length the pros and cons of funding this request from the Reserve Fund in 

comparison with suggesting Mr. Murray seek funding from C.P.C. 

 

Chris Martin made a motion to have the cupola removal and repair be funded by C.P.C. funds noting 

that if C.P.C. funds are not available it is this Committee’s recommendation that a special article be 

brought to Town Meeting to fund this request. Jim VanArsdale seconded this motion and it was voted 

unanimously.
